During your sorrow I offer my kind- 
est sympathy and pray :that comfort 
and strength from God will be con- 
stantly yours. . . . Please be assured 
that your loss is also keenly felt by 
his comrades, who are continuing the 
task before us. Through the help of 
God, victory will be. ours.”

For meritorious achievements while 
participating in aerial flights in the 
Southwest Pacific area, August 30 to 
December 16, 1944, Lt. Lawrence 
Glazier, of the 23rd Bomb Squadron, 
has been decorated with the Air 
Medal. He is a bombardier and as- 
signed to a Liberator, at present sta- 
tioned in the Philippines. He took 
part in the softening up missions 
against the Bataan peninsula before 
General MacArthur arrived and in 
December his plane was badly shot up 
by the Japs, that it had to crash 
at an advanced land base. Two mem- 
bers of the crew were killed and the 
survivors were sent to a Sydney rest 
camp. The lieutenant expects to com- 
plete his missions soon and hopes to 
be back here in America in May. His 
co-pilot and best friend upon: former 
missions with whom he expected to 
return home, has failed to return 
from one of his undertakings and is 
considered lost. Lawrence is a North- 
field boy and his friends will accord 
him a warm welcome upon his arrival 
here.

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Leas ‘Sap Lees Seen 

A survey conclusion has come out 
of Vermont, which states that the 
warm weather, which followed so 
closely the cold spells had lessened 
the flow of maple sap and also en- 
dangered its quality. Only about a 40 
per cent crop was secured and as 
April entered, about 80 per cent of the 
maple orchards had closed down. High 
quality maple syrup will be very dif- 
ficult to obtain this season, although 
by reason of the OPA the prices will 
remain about the same as last year. 
In Massachusetts about the country- 
side here near Northfield the same 
conditions prevail as in Vermont.
